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Huskies head home 


SMU’s Vanier Cup bid ends with Mitchell Bowl loss

The Saint Mary’s Huskies’ 
bid for a return trip to the 
Vanier Cup abruptly 
stopped one step short 
last night. 

The Huskies lost 28-12 
to the host Western On¬ 
tario Mustangs in the 
Mitchell Bowl Canadian 
Interuniversity Sport foot¬ 
ball semifinal on a chilly 
day in London, Ont. 

Rookie quarterback Jack 
Creighton tossed a pair of 
second-quarter intercep¬ 


tions that the Mustangs 
parlayed into touch¬ 
downs, giving them a sol¬ 
id 24-12 lead at halftime. 

“We just beat our¬ 
selves,” said Huskies re¬ 
ceiver Carl Hardwick. “We 
gave up 14 points on 
turnovers and that was 
the difference in the 
game. We just didn’t de¬ 
serve to win.” 

Hardwick looked like 
he had the Huskies on the 
road to victory on the 
opening play of the sec¬ 
ond quarter, grabbing a 
long pass from Creighton 
for a 65-yard touchdown. 


But the Huskies’ only 
lead of the day, 12-10, 
quickly disappeared. 
Western scored at 6:57 
and 14:06 on picks. 

“We had about a six- 
minute run where things 
just didn’t seem to go our 
way,” said Huskies head 
coach Steve Sumarah. 
“We let it get to us and we 
couldn’t put the breaks 
on.” 

Creighton, who took 
over the Huskies’ starting 
job from injured Erik 
Glavic at mid-season, went 
13-of-32 for 212 yards. 
Sumarah said Creighton 


“played his guts out.” 

The Huskies, who lost 
to the Manitoba Bisons in 
last year’s Vanier Cup, 
struggled mightily in the 
second half, unable to put 
as much as a field goal on 
the board. More than 100 
yards in penalties didn’t 
help their comeback 
cause. 

“We just kept shooting 
ourselves in the foot,” 
Hardwick said. 

Western moves on to 
the Vanier Cup on Satur¬ 
day in Hamilton, Ont., 
against the Laval Rouge et 
Or.

Premier may use veto power 

MacDonald looking to keep Waterside options open

The premier hasn’t ruled 
out vetoing a Nova Scotia 
Utility and Review Board 
decision on the controver¬ 
sial Waterside Centre of¬ 
fice development if it’s 
not to his liking. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald told reporters Fri¬ 
day he’s keeping his op¬ 
tions open. 

“Whether we do or we 
don’t that’s still to be deter¬ 
mined if we exercise those 
options,” he said. 

MacDonald says Halifax 
regional council was wrong 
to reject Armour Group’s 
Waterside Centre in a re¬ 
cent tie vote. He says the 
decision will hurt economic 


growth in the city and 
province, and has threat¬ 
ened to enact legislation to 
overturn council’s decision. 

He has applied to weigh 
in during the upcoming ap¬ 
peal of the project at the 
utility and review board, 
despite the developer’s re¬ 
quest for the province and 
others to remain out of it. 

The fight over Waterside 
has also raised an issue 
around tie-votes at council 
meetings. 


The premier said Friday a 
tie vote shouldn’t result in 
a rejection as it did recent¬ 
ly for Waterside Centre. Re¬ 
gional council voted 9-9, 
canning the proposal, 
which would have pre¬ 
served the facades of six 
heritage buildings and 
built a six-storey glass tow¬ 
er on top. 

He said he plans to dis¬ 
cuss the issue with the 
Union of Nova Scotia Mu¬ 
nicipalities. 


NDP leader Darrell Dex¬ 
ter said it’s inappropriate 
the province would even 
consider overruling a utili¬ 
ty and review board deci¬ 
sion. 

“What message does it 
send to all those developers 
out there? Don’t bother go¬ 
ing to council. Just come to 
me. I will decide whether 
or not your project is worth 
going forward. 

“We either have faith in 
that board or we don’t,” 
Dexter said. 

Liberal municipal rela¬ 
tions critic Diana Whalen 
said it’s not time to start 
changing the ground rules 
for municipal government, 
when HRM by Design is 
soon going to the 
province’s law amend¬ 
ments committee. 


Dal could serve up more local produce

Local farmers are getting 
more of the plump $3 mil¬ 
lion pie at Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity. 

Aramark, the company 
that manages food services 
on several university cam¬ 
puses in Halifax, spends 
about $3 million a year for 
food purchases at Dal¬ 
housie. 

And along 
with their de¬ 
cision to get 
rid of transfat 
oils and Sty¬ 
rofoam, 
they’ve decid¬ 
ed to buy 
more local 
food, too. 

“We 

thought, 

‘Jeez, it would be nice to 
support some local farm¬ 
ers,”’ said Derrick Hines, 
resident district manager 
for Aramark. 

“It’s everything from 
dairy to produce, vegeta¬ 
bles, potatoes, and 
seafood.” 

The first step was figur¬ 
ing out how much food 
was bought locally - about 
30 per cent - and the next 
step is to increase it. 

“It’s not as easy as 
switching over products. 
You have to look at season¬ 
al menus, which is a huge 
amount of work for our di¬ 


eticians. Then you have to 
educate the students.” 

Local farmers were 
brought in to spread the 
word, and signs advertis¬ 
ing the local selections on 
the menus were added in 
the cafeterias. 

“It’s supporting the local 
economy, but it’s also 
freshness, the carbon foot¬ 
print has been reduced. It’s 
a whole whack of things.” 
Sometimes buying local¬ 
ly is a little 
more expen¬ 
sive, Hines 
said, but it’s 
worth it. 

Suzanne 
Fougere at 
Mount Saint 
Vincent Uni¬ 
versity said 
they also sup¬ 
port local 
farmers as 
much as they can. 

“It’s in the very early 
stages of looking at how 
we can do more of that,” 
she said. 

About 30 per cent food at 
MSVU is locally produced, 
she added. 

“In terms of buying lo¬ 
cal, the first thing we look 
at is the food and safety as¬ 
pect of it and make sure it 
meets federal guidelines.” 

Hines said his next goal 
is to convert one of his 
diesel trucks to run on 
used vegetable oil and af¬ 
ter that, a solar-run cater¬ 
ing truck.

Search and Rescue volunteers undergo tough weekend training course 


politics By the end of this 
week, the Chebucto Road 
project will be finished, but 
the residents say this isn’t 
the end of their fight. 

The overhead lane desig¬ 
nation signs will light up 
today and it will be fully op¬ 
erational by Wednesday at 
midnight. 

Carol King said her front 
lawn woke her up.

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At around six o’clock it 
starts to pour. 

The searchers have been 
out since eight in the 
morning bushwaclcing 
through the woods. Most 
are still out there pushing 
through trees. It’s wet, 
dark and cold, but none of 
that reflects in the people. 

“We feel great. We’re 
tired and sore, but we 
don’t give a hoot,” said 
Debbie Slaunwhite, a 
mother of two. 

She’s one of 14 people 
who signed up for this 
gruelling training week¬ 
end in the woods near 
Kearney Lake. They’re not 
military or police, they’re 
volunteers with Halifax 
Regional Search and Res¬ 
cue. 

By six o’clock on Satur¬ 
day the teams have al¬ 
ready spent 10 hours do¬ 
ing map and compass ex¬ 
ercises, guiding them¬ 
selves from station to sta¬ 
tion. It’s far from over. In a 
few hours Slaunwhite’s

team will come across a 
victim — a drunk man 
with a nasty shoulder 
wound who crashed his 
boat. They’ll need to care 
for him until around mid¬ 
night. 

Then they build a shel¬ 
ter and spend the night. 
Piece of cake. 

“This is by far the most 
arduous of our training,” 
says internal training offi¬ 


cer Greg Potter. 

“It’s a 100 per cent vol¬ 
unteer organization of 
dedicated volunteers just 
trying to help lost people 
and their families.” 

The search and rescue 
team gets $3,000 each year 
from the Emergency Man¬ 
agement Office, but that 
doesn’t even cover their 
fuel costs. So they greatly 
rely on their own fundrais-

“I took about two steps

“I tried to pivot around 180 
and get back to shore. Then I 
sunk again and fell flat on my 
face in the bog.'' 

But Fenwick was in remark¬ 
ably high spirits and — 
thanks to his gear — relative¬ 
ly dry. Such is the life of 
searchers.

There are about 160 peo¬ 
ple in Halifax Search and 
Rescue. They average over 
24 searches each year. 
They buy their own gear 
and take time off work for 
training like this to make 
sure they’re completely ef- 


over 150 such dedicated vol¬ 
unteers. Ken Hill, a Saint 
Mary's University psychology 
professor, even analyzes data 
to predict statistical averages 
of where lost subjects may 
have wandered. 

Debbie Slaunwhite has 
been in search and rescue for 
two years and it's completely 
changed her outlook. 

“Jeeze, I didn't even like go¬ 
ing out if it was dark. Now it 
doesn't matter. I never seem 
to feel lost. Sometimes I don't 
know where I am, but I never 
think I'm lost,'' she said. 

“This is really a good com¬ 
munity to learn those kinds of 
skills. Everybody here is on 
different levels and every¬ 
body helps everybody else.''

INVESTMENTS Buyout industry 
investment levels have 
plummeted in 2008 compared 
with a year earlier, according to 
investment and fundraising sta¬ 
tistics released Thursday by 
Canada's Venture Capital and 


Private Equity Association and 
Thomson Reuters. Twenty-nine 
disclosed, completed and pend¬ 
ing transactions were recorded 
in the year-to-date period end¬ 
ed Sept. 30, according to the CV- 
CA, for a value of $6.4 billion. 


That's compared with $63.5 bil¬ 
lion in 182 deals recorded in all 
of 2007 — although this year's 
levels are more or less on par 
with transactions for 2006 (40 
deals totalling $8 billion).

NDP bill would remove 
HST from power bills

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politics The NDP tabled a 
bill Friday to bring back the 
HST rebate on power bills. 

Leader Darrell Dexter 
presented a petition with 
more than 10,000 signa¬ 
tures calling the Conserva¬ 
tive government to rein¬ 
state the eight per cent re¬ 
bate at the legislature. 

“Most people feel a sense 
that they’ve been 
betrayed by a 
government that 
campaigned on a 
particular prom¬ 
ise ... that they 
were going to re¬ 
move the eight 
per cent from all 
home energy 
costs, and did initially in a 
budget we supported, and 
then, in an extraordinary 
circumstance, came and 
took it back,” Dexter said. 

The recent eight per cent 
Nova Scotia Power hike in 
September and the further 
9.3 per cent jump coming 
in January are driving the 
support, he added. 

In the spring of 2006, the 
MacDonald government an¬ 
nounced the HST would be

cut from everyone’s tax bill. 
But this year the province 


eliminated much of the tax 
break. Now, only the HST 
rebate is only provided to 
people who use more than 
27.4 kilowatt hours of pow¬ 
er per day. 

MacDonald says the $28- 
million tax break would 
push the province towards 
a deficit. 

He said the Heat Smart 
program for low-income 
people and a program that 
provides drug coverage to 
poor families would not be 
possible if the 
HST rebate 
stayed. 

“It would 
mean less mon¬ 
ey for those who 
most need it,” 
he said. 

Liberal fi¬ 
nance critic Di¬ 
ana Whalen said she’s anx¬ 
ious for a budget update, as 
other provinces have done, 
before the next scheduled 
one in December. 

“If in fact adding $28 mil¬ 
lion to our budget today 
would bring us to a deficit 
it shows we’re in some 
jeopardy,” she said. 

“There are storm clouds 
brewing (and) we can’t bury 
our heads in the sand. This 
province has to look 
squarely at the financial fu¬ 
ture and get ready.”

Hundreds call for end to poverty 


Protesters march for better 
housing, universal childcare

Demanding an end to the 
“war on the poor / 1 
hundreds of people 
marched through down¬ 
town Halifax Saturday. 

They wanted affordable 
housing, livable incomes, 
universal childcare and a 
break on tuition. They 
protested the recent in¬ 
crease to power bills and 
the closure of the Pendle¬ 
ton Place homeless shel¬ 
ter. 

Dolly Williams, with 
the Adsum Centre for 
Women and Children, 
told the crowd people 
shouldn’t be dying on the 
streets because of a lack 
of housing and food. 

“We all have a right to 
housing in this province 
and in this country of 
Canada. No one should 
have to live on the streets 
of Halifax in this day and 


age,” she said. 

“We have Shannon Park 
ex-military housing sit¬ 
ting across the harbour in 
Dartmouth that I see as I 
go over the bridge every¬ 
day. It could be used for 
affordable housing for 
low-income and homeless 
people.” 

Wayne MacNaughton, a 
community advocate for 
the homeless, said he’s 
tired of reports and stud¬ 
ies and wants to see some¬ 
thing done. 

“The government has 
done nothing to address 
the underlying issue, 
which is more affordable 
housing and more com¬ 
munity support for peo¬ 
ple suffering from mental 
health and addiction.” 

Heather Macintosh, a 
law student and partici¬ 
pant with the Spryfield 
Single Parent Centre read 
a sarcastic letter to the 
government. 

“I’m sure you’re aware 


that a minimum-wage job 
would leave with nega¬ 
tive^ 100 a month,” she 
said. “And thank you for 


refusing to provide me 
with money for childcare, 
now that I’m enrolled in 
university.” 


She said she has hardly 
enough to survive in a 
dark, mouldy two-bed- 
room apartment where

New rules tabled Friday 
will make civil court mat¬ 
ters quicker, cheaper and 
less complex, the justice 
minister says. 

Justice Minister Cecil 
Clarke said the average 
person couldn’t under¬ 
stand the old rules, but 
now they’ve been re-writ- 
ten so anyone can under¬ 
stand them. That makes it 
easier for people to repre¬ 
sent themselves in court 


and gives others greater 
understanding of their 
case, the process and the 
timing, he said. 

“Ultimately, it’s to get 
away from the adminis¬ 
trative and bureaucratic 
processes and to allow for 
an efficient flow of infor¬ 
mation, to get to the facts 
quicker, to allow people 
to streamline their ability 
to get their case before 
the courts in a more effi¬ 
cient manner,” Clarke 
said. 

Under the rules, people 
will get earlier trial dates, 
with tailored lengths to 
save time and money. Dis¬ 


closure and discovery ob¬ 
ligations will be faster 
and cost less. 

James Gregg, the Justice 
Department’s senior solic¬ 
itor, said right now it 
takes a person two to 
three years to get to trial, 
but the new rules could 
shave off a year. 

The new rules apply to 
Supreme Court of Nova 
Scotia and the Nova Scotia 
Court of Appeal. They 
were revised by the 
judges of two courts over 
the past five years.

World leaders pledged 
rapid action on Saturday 
to rescue a weakening 
global economy from the 
worst financial crisis in 
over 70 years and agreed 
to give emerging nations 
more say in running finan¬ 
cial affairs. 

The Group of 20 leaders 
from major industrialized 
and developing countries 
set out plans to toughen 
oversight for major global 
banks, study limits on 
banker pay and tiy for a 
breakthrough by year end 
in global trade talks — all 
part of a roadmap to re¬ 
build a financial system 
crippled by the credit cri¬ 
sis. 

“We must lay the foun¬ 
dation for reform to help 
ensure that a global crisis 
such as this one does not 


happen again,” they said in 
a statement after their 
first-ever summit. 

They vowed to make 
progress before a second 
summit by the end of 
April. 

President George W. 
Bush called the meeting, 
probably his last major 
economic event before he 
steps down in January, a 
success, saying leaders 
agreed to free-marlcet, pro¬ 
growth policies. 

“It makes sense to come 
out of here with a firm ac¬ 


tion plan, which we have. 
And it also makes sense to 
say to people that there is 
more work to be done,” he 
said. 

The G20 also called for 
fiscal stimulus measures, 
be they tax cuts or govern¬ 
ment spending, to take 
“rapid effect,” and urged 
more interest rate cuts. 

But they fell short of an¬ 
nouncing any new meas¬ 
ures or major regulatory 
breakthroughs, and left it 
up to individual countries 
over what actions to take. 


G20 support though 
could bolster efforts in the 
U.S. Congress to push 
through a second econom¬ 
ic stimulus plan, which is 
opposed by Bush and 
backed by his successor. 
Britain, also heading fast 
into recession, may unveil 
tax cuts this month. 

G20 warnings on the 
dangers of inaction were 
stark. “Economic momen¬ 
tum is slowing substantial¬ 
ly in major economies,” it 
said. 

“It is the worst crisis in 
100 years,” said Japanese 
Prime Minister Taro Aso.

his year, I have visit¬ 
ed more than 180 
cities on my world 
tour, and wherever I 
went — from Ab¬ 
erdeen to Auckland — one 
thing never failed to amaze 
me: air conditioning.

To me, hotel air condition¬ 
ing is a small but telling re¬ 
minder of the luxuries we 
have grown so accustomed 
to in an age of prosperity 
but could often do without. 
They are things — like SUVs, 
or fish caught half a world 
away or even disposable 
hand wipes — that barely 
improve our daily lives but, 
altogether, are taking a terri¬ 
ble toll on our planet. 

So, as we read in newspa¬ 
pers like Metro about the 
economic slowdown, I won¬ 
der if there might be a silver 
lining in such grim news: 
The possibility that after a 


period of so much con¬ 
sumption, we might cut 
back a bit on extrava¬ 
gances we don’t need, and 
give our over-worked planet 
a bit of a breather? 

I realize that many people 
roll their eyes when a celebri¬ 
ty preaches about the envi¬ 
ronment — or rescuing baby 
seals, or any other worthy 
cause. (I don’t like preaching, 
either, and — contrary to 
what you might have read in 
the tabloids — I don’t think 
of myself as a celebrity). 

As an army officer and a 
musician, I have had the 
privilege of seeing some of 
the planet’s natural treas¬ 
ures. Sadly, I have also seen 
the way that we abuse it by

dropping bombs and build¬ 
ing shopping malls. 

I don’t pretend to be an 
environmental expert, but I 
am learning. Before my con¬ 
certs, we screen a preview of 
An Inconvenient Truth, the 
remarkable documentary 
by former U.S. vice-presi¬ 
dent A1 Gore. (www. anin- 
convenienttruth.com.au). I 
am installing solar panels at 


home, and for every ticket 
to one of my concerts sold 
online, we plant a tree. 

I’m a supporter of The 
Big Ask. It is a campaign by 
Friends of the Earth to get 
governments to reduce car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions — 
the main cause of global 
warming. Thanks to them, 
the European Union is now 
debating laws that would 
force members to cut emis¬ 
sions by 20 per cent by 
2020. If approved, it would 
be the most ambitious plan 
in the world, and just might 
convince the U.S., China 
and others to come aboard. 

Unfortunately, some 
politicians are pointing to 
the economy and saying 


that now is not the time to 
fight global warming. I 
think they have it back¬ 
wards: We cannot afford to 
wait any longer. Global 
warming is a problem that 
is only going to get worse, 
and more costly to fix, the 
longer we delay. By joining 
The Big Ask, you can re¬ 
mind our leaders that the 
environment should not de¬ 
pend on the stock market. 

And one more thing: 
next time you switch on 
the air conditioning, think 
about cracking a window 
open instead.

Support girls’ drive for education

Horrific news: Two men in 
Afghanistan sprayed bat¬ 
tery acid in the faces of 
eight teenage girls just be¬ 
cause they were heading 
to school. 

Encouraging news: Five 
days later, from her hospital 
bed, 17-year-old Shamsia 
Husainai, her face a mass of 
excruciating burns and one 
eye blinded, bravely insists: 
“I will go to my school even 
if they kill me. I will contin¬ 
ue my studies.” 

Shamsia shares this 
yearning for an education 
with 50 million girls who 
do not get to go to school. 

While it’s true that many 
boys also don’t have access 


to education, far more girls 
lose out on this basic hu¬ 
man right. If a family must 
choose which of their chil¬ 
dren to educate, it’s almost 
always a boy. Some cultures 
and religions discourage or 
forbid the education of 
girls. And girls, no matter 
how young, bear the bur¬ 
den of daily work at home, 
fetching water and fire¬ 
wood, looking after sib¬ 
lings, helping grow food. 

This is a tragedy not just 
for the girls, but for the 
world! Study after study by 
international big players — 
the World Bank, UNICEF, 
Oxfam — all prove that 
when girls are educated, 
amazing things happen: 
poverty drops, the health of

families greatly improves, 
economies grow. 

A woman who has even a 
basic education enrolls her 
children in school, has them 
immunized, has fewer chil¬ 
dren and knows how to 
keep them healthy. She is 
more likely to practise fami¬ 
ly planning, and has a lower 
g incidence of HIV/AIDS. 

1 A girl with education 
| earns more, which gives 
s> her a voice at home and in 
5 her community. “Ending 
global poverty begins with 
women’s rights,” according 
to Oxfam. Women’s rights 
begin with education. 

Even the cowardly thugs 
who threw acid on school¬ 
girls will not be able to stop 
girls from pursuing an edu¬ 
cation. Girls know what 
they are missing, and when

they get a chance, they do 
brilliantly well. 

I am a volunteer with 
Give Girls A Chance (give- 
girlsachance.org), raising 
funds for projects that edu¬ 
cate girls. I have seen their 
drive, their optimism, their 
hard work despite the most 
difficult backgrounds. 

I think of Millicent 
Obiero, 14, an orphan in 
Kenya who made it from 
her tiny village to a high 
school far away, now near 
the top of her class. 

I think of 10-year-old Sel¬ 
ma, in Grade 4 in rural Pak¬ 
istan, who writes: “My fa¬ 
ther dislikes my getting an 
education, so I earn my fees 
cleaning houses after 
school.” 

Each of us can help girls 
like Millicent, Selma and 
Shamsia by donating to or¬ 
ganizations that fund educa¬ 
tion and women’s rights, 
(e.g. Oxfam, PlanCanada), or 
Give Girls A Chance, which 
only funds girls’ education.

Bailouts can't fix lack 
of 'prime' borrowers 


The latest U.S. effort to get 
more money flowing to 
consumers assumes that 
there are plenty of credit¬ 
worthy households eager 
to borrow and spend. 

That may not be the 
case. Rising unemploy¬ 
ment and foreclosures are 
driving more people out of 
the “prime” credit catego¬ 
ry, in which banks are still 
fairly willing to lend. At 
the same time, consumer 
confidence has fallen so 
far that even wealthier 
people with little trouble 
getting credit are cutting 
their spending. 

So far, there is little sign 
that banks that receive 
bailout money are loosen¬ 
ing their grip on cash, 
much to the frustration of 
the U.S. government and 
countries around the 
world that rely on a

healthy U.S. consumer to 
drive economic growth. 

Charles Dallara, manag¬

sume immediately. 

“Capital does not auto¬ 
matically create credit¬ 
worthy borrowers,” he 
said.

B.C. has identity crisis

f you live in or have vis¬ 
ited British Columbia 
recently, you’ll have 
noticed a campaign to 
sell the province as 
“The Best Place on Earth”. 
The government has spent 
tens of millions of dollars 
branding the province, and 
the tag-line for its PR cam¬ 
paign appears to be every¬ 
where: on television and 
radio, on billboards, bus 
shelters, licence plates, and 
just about everywhere else 
you look. And as we enter 
the home stretch to the 
2010 Olympics hosted by 
B.C., the campaign is reach¬ 
ing a fevered pitch. 

Those of us who live 
among the towering 
mountains, old-growth 
forests, and pristine lakes 
and rivers feel we deserve 
these bragging rights on 
occasion. And ecologists 
tell us that B.C. is blessed 
with an exceptional diver¬ 
sity of wildlife and wilder¬ 
ness, on par with some of 
the greatest places on the 
planet, such as the 
Serengeti and the Great 
Barrier Reef. 

My home province is 
Canada’s richest region bi¬ 
ologically — home to 76 
per cent of our nation’s 
bird species, 70 per cent of 
its freshwater fish, 60 per 
cent of its evergreen trees, 
and thousands of other an¬ 
imals and plants. More 


than 3,800 species are 
found here, and many of 
these, such as mountain 
goat and mountain cari¬ 
bou, live mostly — or 
only — in the province 
and nowhere else on the 
planet. For others, such 
as the trumpeter swan 
and sandhill crane, B.C. 
is a critical wintering 
ground or stopover in 
winged migrations that 
extend over thousands 
of kilometres. 

Most remarkably, un¬ 
like most places in 
North America, B.C. still 
has all of the large and 
charismatic megafauna 
that were present at the 
time of European settle¬ 
ment, including grizzly 
bears, wolves, and 
cougars. Indeed, British 
Columbia is now the last 
safe haven for most of 
the large animals left on 
the continent. For exam¬ 
ple, grizzlies still roam, 


feed, and breed through- large animals, 
out much of the 
province, whereas in Cali¬ 
fornia, this majestic bruin 
is now only found as an 
image on the state’s flag, 
having long been eliminat¬ 
ed from the wild. 

B.C. has a rich legacy to 
protect, yet the experts tell 
us that we are squandering 
our unique biological 
inheritance. Earlier this 
year, scientists revealed 
that more than four dozen 
species have disappeared 
from the province, and the 
casualty list is growing. A 
further 1,600 species (43 
per cent of all the plants 
and animals thought to ex¬ 
ist in the province) are also 
in decline and are perhaps 
facing a similar fate unless 
action is taken. 

These statistics are not

just an abstract tally. To 
the contraiy, many 
residents and visitors to 
the province have person¬ 
ally experienced these 
plants and animals in na¬ 
ture — perhaps seen a griz¬ 
zly bear while on a camp¬ 
ing trip, or hooked a 
salmon on one of our pris¬ 
tine rivers, or been dazzled 
by a pod of orcas while 
kayaking. You don’t even 
have to go far from popu¬ 
lated areas: the remaining 
patches of Canada’s most 
endangered forest ecosys¬ 
tem, the Garry oak savan¬ 
nah, can be found in 
downtown Victoria! 

Given the biodiversity 
crisis that is unfolding in 
my home province, I’m 
shocked that the 


we’re blessed with is pro¬ 
tected for my children and 
grandchildren to enjoy. 
However, in light of the 
government’s ad 
campaign, I think the 
province needs an identity 
check. The government 
needs to reconcile its 
efforts to brand this prov¬ 
ince on the basis of its nat¬ 
ural wonders with our true 
identity as one of the “last 
places on earth” without 
an endangered species law 
to protect the very things 
that make my home great.

f you think adoption is 
a straightforward 
process, talk to Sandra 
Webb. She’s helped 
couples become par¬ 
ents through Children’s 
Aid and private and inter¬ 
national adoptions for the 
last 13 years. 

Back in 1997, the now 
56-year-old from Cobourg, 
Ont., drove with a Quebec 
couple for eight hours 
through a cold Russian 
winter day to meet their 
child in the hallway of an 
orphanage. She joined 
them the next day in court 


where they legally adopt¬ 
ed the baby. 

Yes, that was a little un¬ 
usual. But it’s her job to 
prepare prospective par¬ 
ents for the unexpected 
and the trying, as well as 
the wonderful. 

As an adoption practi¬ 
tioner, she doesn’t normal¬ 
ly trip around the globe — 
although she did go to 
Russia twice — but spends 
her time talking with 
prospective parents as part 
of the home study portion 
of an adoption. 

Once a couple’s (or sin¬ 
gle person’s, if that’s the 
case) paperwork is in or¬ 
der — police checks, fin¬ 
gerprint checks and med¬ 
icals — and once they’ve 
completed a special adop¬ 
tion training course, she 
evaluates them as possible 
parents. She meets with 
them at least four times 


(one interview is always in 
their home) and collects 
reference letters from 
friends and family. The 
process takes around three 
months and at the end she 
prepares a report. 

“Yes, it’s my job to assess 
them, and their big con¬ 
cern is whether they’ll be 
approved,” she says. “But 
part of my job is educa¬ 
tion.” 


She prepares families 
for that first meeting with 
their child and the poten¬ 
tial cultural issues when 
the child comes from a dif¬ 
ferent racial background. 

Doe she ever “fail” fami¬ 
lies? “If it was a decision 
not to adopt, we’ve made 
that choice together,” she 
says. That’s only happened 
once or twice. 

After a child has been 


adopted, she also does fol¬ 
lowup visits according to 
the type of adoption (with 
China, for instance, the fi¬ 
nal one is 36 months after 
adoption). 

Webb had a degree in 
child studies from the Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph when 
she moved to Cobourg to 
get married in the early 
1970s. She got a job at the 
Children’s Aid Society 


there, as an intake worker. 
She eventually started do¬ 
ing some work there with 
adoptions of crown wards, 
and loved it. 

In 1995, after working 
on and off for Children’s 
Aid, as well as doing some 
work in private adoption, 
she officially went into pri¬ 
vate practice as an adop¬ 
tion practitioner. 

She does this half the 
time and the other half 
she offers therapy, mainly 
for families who have 
adopted and who are 
struggling. She gets to see 
it all: the frustration of 
waiting for a child, the joy 
of having one finally ar¬ 
rive, plus the challenge of 
building a brand new fam- 

iiy-

gram, but it will likely be 
in the range of $4,000 a 
month.

“It’s an excellent oppor¬ 
tunity for someone coming 
directly out of undergrad 
to fast-track their entrance 
into the executive work¬ 
place,” Craig explained.

not funny: On the night af¬ 
ter John F. Kennedy was as¬ 
sassinated, Lenny Bruce was 
apparently appearing in a 
New York nightclub, and 
decided to see if it was too 
soon to get comic traction 
out of the event. After deliv¬ 
ering a gag whose details 
are unfortunately lost to 
history, he paused to take in 
the stony silence, then told 
the audience “Vaughn 
Meader is screwed!” 

I hadn’t thought about 
Vaughn Meader for years 
until I read a Washington 
Post column last week by 
Eugene Robinson, where 
the writer commented on 
Don Rickie’s recent appear¬ 
ance on David Letterman 
that featured a similar 
stony silence in response to 
Riclde’s shot at president¬ 
elect Barack Obama, a halt¬ 
ing but not particularly vi¬ 


cious gag involving world 
crises and basketball that 
prompted an awkwardness 
you could practically see 
seeping out of the TV 
screen. 

Robinson noted what’s 
been obvious for months 
now — that there hasn’t 
been a lot of humour direct¬ 
ed at Obama, and none that 
has a fraction of the acid di¬ 
rected at everyone from 
John McCain and Sarah 
Palin to Obama’s running- 
mate, Joe Biden. Robinson 
takes the optimistic line 
that Americans are still 
making the “cultural atti¬ 
tude adjustments” neces- 
saiy to absorbing the idea of 
an African-American presi¬ 
dent. 

“Eventually, some comic 
will come up with a spot-on 
Obama impression, the way 
Vaughn Meader did with 


JFK,” Robinson writes. 
“Eventually, audiences will 
revert to irreverence.” 
Meader became a superstar 
with The First Family, a 
comedy album featuring his 
eerie JFK mimiciy, but fell 
into obscurity overnight af¬ 
ter his death, shunned as a 
reminder of the time when 
the nation could be irrever¬ 
ent with Kennedy. 

Right now, Obama is 
revered but unknown, a 
symbol more than a man, 
and Robinson thinks it’s a 
pity. He doesn’t think Rick¬ 
ies was being racist — Oba¬ 
ma’s love of basketball is 
well-known, but right now 
audiences are quick to take 
preemptive offense. 

“To the extent that the 
Obama family’s tastes or 
habits seem in any way dis¬ 
tinctive,” he writes, “they 
will have to be seen as the 


Obama family’s specific 
tastes and habits — attrib¬ 
utable not to a group but to 
a set of individuals. The idea 
that ‘all black people’ are 
like this or like that has al¬ 
ways been absurd, and this 
absurdity becomes in¬ 
escapable when a black per¬ 
son occupies the singular 


position of head of state.” I’d 
like to hope he’s right, be¬ 
cause if he’s not, it’s going 
to be a dull and dismal four 
years.

Bulgur Wheat and 
Shrimp Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

11/3 cup (400 mL) bulgur 
wheat 

1 small red onion, very thinly 
sliced 

1 carrot, coarsely grated 

1 tomato, diced 

6 baby corn cobs, sliced into 
rounds 

1/2 cucumber, diced 

7 oz (200 g) shelled cooked 
shrimp 

LIME AND CHILI DRESSING: 

4 tbsp (60 mL) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

2 tbsp (25 mL) lime juice 
1 garlic clove, crushed 

1/4 tsp (1 mL) dried chili flakes 
Salt and fresh-ground black 
pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Put bulgur wheat in a 
saucepan over medium heat 
and pour over 2 2/3 cups (650 
mL) water. Bring to a boil. Re¬ 
duce heat and simmer until 


bulgur wheat is tender and wa¬ 
ter is absorbed, about 10 min¬ 
utes. Tip bulgur wheat onto a 
flat dish, spread out and leave 
to cool slightly. 


2. Combine onion, carrot, 
tomato, corn, cucumber and 
shrimp in a large salad bowl. 
Add cooked bulgur wheat and 
stir together. 

3. For dressing, put oil, lime 
juice, garlic, chili flakes, and 
salt and pepper to taste in a 
small bowl. Whisk with a fork 
until combined. Stir dressing 
into salad, tossing to coat all 
ingredients evenly. If not serv¬ 
ing immediately, cover and 
keep in the refrigerator.
